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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed on 6/22/2009 lias been fully considered and made of 
record. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3-6. 8-13. and 17. 19, 21, and 22 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: in claim 3, lines 3 and 4, "the substrate at" and "the substrate is" 
should read -the substrates at- and -the substrates are--, respectively. Likewise in 
lines 2 and 3 of claim 10 and lines 3 and 4 of claim 17. In claim 17, penultimate line, 
"units comprises" should read -units comprising-. 

3. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3-6, 8-13, 17, 19, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention . 

6. Regarding claim 3, the second and third paragraphs render the claims 

indefinite. In particular, the second paragraph requires a curing device having either i) 
processing units, or ii) control units. The third paragraph then recites that [the 
apparatus] further comprises a timer device for setting a time duration which 
corresponds to, inter alia, a) a processing time of a processing unit, or b) a control time 
of a control unit. This arrangement renders the claims indefinite, because, while claim 3 
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is clear if i) and a) or ii) and b) are selected, it is unclear what happens when i) and b) or 
ii) and a) are selected, i.e. when the curing device only has processing units, yet the 
timer device has to set the time duration corresponding to a control unit, or, when the 
curing device has only control units, yet the timer device has to set the time duration 
corresponding to a processing time of a processing unit. The claim could be rewritten in 
the format I) i) and a), or II) ii) and b). In other words, all limitations directed to 
processing units should be presented together, followed by an alternative recitation 
directed strictly to the control units. A similar issue arises in claim 10 (fourth through 
sixth paragraph). 

7. Regarding claim 10, the phrase "the curing device having a process time 
substantially exceeding the fitting time" (lines 7 and 8) lacks proper antecedent basis, as 
the preamble of the claim only refers to a curing device in which the adhesive is cured. 
The claim does not mention anything about a process time. Similarly in lines 6 and 7 
of claim 17. In claim 17, the phrase also implies several curing devices are present, 
since "at least" the curing device having such a process time is connectable. 
Clarification of this claim language is requested, and omission of the phrase "at least" is 
suggested. 

8. Note: The Examiner has attempted to identify all the issues under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph. However, Applicant is respectfully asked to carefully review the 
claims upon correcting the identified issues, to ensure the claim language is consistent 
throughout and that no other issues remain. In particular, if any changes are made to 
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the independent claims, Applicant is asked to also review the dependent claims, to 
ensure no inconsistencies are created due to the amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 3-6. 8-13. and 17. 19. 21. and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the reiection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112. 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action . 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
